Vagueness of Requests Holds U 
Woodside Subdivisions’ Appro 


Woodside planners returned to 
the petitioners several .applica- 
tions for resubdivision last week, 
with a plea for additional neces- 
sary information about each.

It’s Been Proved Again: 
Reason Rulessin Democracy 


Sometimes little actions point to big truths. 

Democracy is founded on the idea that people, on the whole, 
are pretty good and pretty intelligent. If the people are given an 
issue, we say, they will battle it through to a reasonable conclusion. 

Reasonable action in a democracy requires cooperation and a 
little give-and-take among reasonable men, and sometimes. this 
looks like an impossible goal. 

We have seen various local governing bodies in this area 
lock horns during the last year: The Menlo Park and Las Lomitas 
School districts vs. the Town of Atherton, for one example; a 
group of Menlo Park residents fighting inclusion in an Atherton 
drainage system, for another. 

We feared that petty jealousy could well have barred in- 
clusion of some Atherton residents, in turn, in a Menlo Park 
drainage project. 

But — Hurray for Reason! Atherton has, with the cooperative 
spirit and reasonable approach that democracy requires, allowed 
the Menlo Park plan to go ahead. 

In the long run, we believe men can solve their mutual prob- 
lems and will solve them for the benefit of all. We may even 
live to see the day when democratic cooperation overcomes the 
distrust that characterizes Russian tyranny and the day when all 
parties can agree on location of a church building in Menlo Park.

Tomorrow local residents will receive their Christmas Seals | 
in the mail from the San Mateo County Tuberculosis and Health | 
Association. We like that groups’ campaign ‘slogan: “Accentu- | 
ate the Positive. 

In a half century of battling the once dread disease of 
tuberculosis, the association has refrained from emphasizing the | 
horrors of the malady, and concentrated instead on preventing the | 
disease by positive methods. Probably the best known of these | 
is the organization's free chest X-ray program to discover unsus- | 
pected cases of TB. When the disease is found early, often before | 
any symptoms appear, it is much casicr to bring under control 
quickly. 

The local TB association sends its mobile X-ray unit to Menlo 
Park, East Palo Alto, and Woodside at least once each year to} 
enable local residents to get an annual free chest X-ray. In addi- 
tion, the Chestmobile makes special trips to our schools to X-ray 
teachérs and thus protect our children from TB, and to X-ray | 
employees of industries in our community. 


Last year 12 new cases of tuberculosis were discovered in | 
Menlo Park, Atherton, East Palo Alto, and Woodside. | 
The case finding program is only one of the year-round | 
activities of the association, Its other functions include health |

| How many buildings can have 

combined functions—such as a 
*teen-age recreation center and 
| auditorium together—is another 
thing that has to be hammered 
out. 

Quite likely, when ail the smoke 
clears away there’ll be some things 
lacking. Recreation enthusiasts 
will point to things they wish had 
been included, city administrators 
and police may be able to find 
things they wish they’d had built, 
and so forth. 

But good coordination between 
all agencies will, in the long’ run, 
reduce duplication and waste in 
planning to an irreducible mini- 
mum.
